Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  District,  and 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962. 


The  estimated  population  for  the 
Urban  District  in  1962  was  13?650. 

This  is  a  substantial  increase.  It  gives  continued  confirmation 
to  other  material  evidence,  that  Rugeley  is  a  vigorously  expand¬ 
ing  c  ommuni  ty . 

There  were  348  live  births  and  131  deaths  during  the  year,  and 
the  natural  increase  was  therefore  217 « 

The  balance  of  the  increase  in  population  (I4 33)  was ,  then,  the 
result  of  people  coming  into  the  town,  to  seek,  and  find, 
opportunities  to  settle  in  employment  here. 


The  live  birth  rate  was  25.42  per  thousand,  which  is  considerably 
higher  than  the  National  figure  of  18.0. 

The  population  of  Rugeley  is  younger  than  the  average  for  the 
country,  and  due  allowance  has  to  be  made  for  this  in  seeking 
comparison  with  populations  elswhere. 

However,  even  when  the  comparative  youthfulness  of  Rugeley* s 
people  is  allowed  for,  the  H corrected”  live  birth  rate 
at  22.62  is  still  well  above  the  average. 

Most  of  the  babies,  too,  were  born  in  wedlock  -  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  was  only  1.7y° 


The  still  birth  rate  was  25 . 6,  and  thus  rather  higher  than  last 
year,  as  well  as  being  above  the  National  rate  of  18. 7° 

It  will  readily  be  appreciated  however,  that  in  a  small  town  such 
as  Rugeley  one  still  birth  more  or  less  makes  a  relatively  large 
difference  in  the  rate. 


Nine  infants  died  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  25° 97  pen  thousand  live  births. 

As  always,  prematurity  was  the  chief  cause  (4  cases) . 

Congenital  deformity  accounted  for  only  one  case. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  respiratory  conditions  -  two  from 
Xjneumonia,  one  from  atelectasis,  and  one  from  tracheo-bronchiiis . 
These  causes  are,  at  present,  largely  outside  our  control. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


There  were  131  deaths  in  the  District 
in  1962,  giving  an  actual  death  rate  of  9° 58. 

Till  must  die  at  some  time.  There  is  however,  an  understandable 
desire  to  keep  on  going  on  living,  and  a  measure  of  our  success 
in  this  is  to  be  seen  in  the  proportion  who  eventually  succumb 
to  diseases  of  the  cardio  vascular  system* 

These  are  largely  senile  degenerations,  and  death  therefrom 
signifies  that  the  subject  has  escaped  the  perils  of  cancer,  and 
of  violent  death*.

In  Rugeley  in  1962  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
cardio  vascular  system  advanced  from  26.59/0  to  38.164,  with  a 
corresponding  substantial  diminution  in  deaths  from  malignant 
disease,  which  fell  from  23/6  to  l4*5/o« 


Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  system  -  bronchitis  9»9  and 
pneumonia  7°  64  formed  the  second  largest  group,  of  causes  of 
death,  thus  ousting  cancer  from  its  usual  second  place,  end 
underlining  the  need  for  attention  to  the  prevention  of 
atmospheric  pollution 

Here  is  a  field  of  prevention  of  ill  health,  snu  deaths,  which 
is  ripe  for  development „ 

We  wait,  not  upon  knowledge,  but  upon  necessary  drive  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  benefits  to  health  and  longevity  which  await  success 
in  providing  clean  air. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  violence  (suicide  and  motor  accidents) 
remained  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  1962  suicide  deaths  exceeded  road  accident  deaths,  and  this 
order  is  not  peculiar  to  Rugeley. 


Pour  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  were 
notified  during  the  year.  In  addition  some  patients  notified 
as  dysentery,  were  found  on  investigation  to  have  food  poisoning 
infection.  The  source  of  infection  was  already  known  to  be  a 
bakery  in  a  neighbouring  town,  and  the  vehicle  of  infection  had 
also  been  identified.  In  these  circumstances  it  was  a  compara¬ 
tively  simple  matter  to  bring  the  outbreak  to  a  close. 

Sporadic  cases  of  true  dysentery  occurred  from  time  to  time 
throughout  the  year. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  virus  infection  -  one 
poliomyelitis  and  one  polio  encephalitis. 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  ( as  against  other  diseases) 
appears  to  be  readily  acceptable  only  when  cases  are  actually 
occurring  in  the  district. 

Just  over  one  third  of  the  total  population  had  been  immunised 
against  poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of  the  year  -  a  figure  which 
is  obviously  still  too  low  to  prevent  cases  occurring. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  in  spite  of  a  poor  accept¬ 
ance  of  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

Only  145  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  348  births. 

Only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Pever  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Pour  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

One  existing  case  was  transferred  into  the  district,  and  four  cases 
were  transferred  out  of  the  district.  Seven  patients  were  cured 
The  number  on  the  tuberculosis  register  consequently  fell  from 
66  to  60 . 


No  Council  houses  were  built  in 
1962,  but  230  dwellings  were  erected  privately. 
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Periodical  analyses  of  water  supplies  from  various  parts 
of  the  district  returned  results  which  were  all  satisfactory , 
hoth  chemically  and  hacteriologically • 


My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues 
on  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  ready  helpful¬ 
ness,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  whose  interest 
stimulates  our  efforts,  and  sustains  our  enthusiasm.
